Verdict Was Not Found Until a Few Mom 


ent* Before the Jury Curne Into Court 
Tn a general way the jury considered 


the case Wednesday night nfter retir- 
ing to their room. They voted first ou 
tho Indictment ns a whole and it was 
found thnt eight wero for acquittal and 
four for conviction, although it is stated 
now that two of these four were voting 
tbe way they did as a feeler, intending to 
be for acquittal when the test came. 
After this tbe counts were taken sepa- 
rately and considered. 


Thp first two counts were in reference 


to gnming houses run by and with the 
consent of the mayor. The tirst vote 
win eight tn four for acquittal. After 
n Inng argument another vote was taken 
nnd then tho jurv rejected both counts,

It was 
recognized thPn that the case had been 
practically decided. 


TJpou reassembling Thursday morning 


the jury again stood 11 to 1 on the tip- 
pling house count. The next ballot won 
over the one man and there was nothing 
left to consider but the count in relation 
to the slot ninchiues. Ouly one vote was 
necessary to settle this matter and then 
the jury was ready to sign the verdict 
os a whole.

I knew the efforts that he had 
made to stop gambling, and whilst I 
knew he had failed, I knew that the 
failure wns iu the same sense as every 
other mnyor has failed.

be no cheap eggs at Kaster time be- 
cause of the speculators buying what 
would otherwise be a surplus stock, to 
place them in storage. During the last 
two winters the m-u who held storage 
eggs have made a handsome thing. Re- 
cently one of tho journals devoted to 
tbe poultry trade 
estimated that tbe 


men who stored eggs last spring at Chi- 
cago bad cleared over 
$730,000. 
Of 


course that was divided among a lot of 
men, 
but some ot" them made clear us 


much as UO per cent ou their invest- 
ment. Already there is talk of eggs for 
storage. Of course they are not yet in 
sight, but all of the indications point to 
a big lot going that way. Last spring 
Max Atlas of this eity handled about 
250,000 dozen for speculators who put 
them in sloragc, tmd says that be will 
no doubt handle a big lot during 
the.

weeks. Tim eggs which go into storage 
must bo secured before tbe weather gets 
even a little warm and when they are 
most iu demand by consumers. 


Storage eggs are now so high priced 


that retail dealers will not put in a 
stock for fear that a few days of bright 
wenther will cause the price to go down 
and then they will have on band storage 


g*? that have cost them more than the 


nifii'ket price of fresh eggs.
